To the President of the United States: 

Now comes Mrs, Susan B, Bird, of the city of Milwaaukee, 
county of Milwaukee and state of Wisconsin, and respectfully 
presents the following memorial and petition. 

Your petitioner respectfully shows that she is a widow, 
residing in the city of Milwaukee, state of Wisconsin;that one 
Susan Rowena Bird was the daughter of this petitioner. 

That in the year 1890 the said Susan Rowena Bird went as 
a missionary to: China, under the auspices of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions, and located at Tai Ku, Province of Shansi, 
China; that from said time up to the time of her death herein- 
after mentioned, the said Susan Rowena Bird was continously 
serving as such missionary,with the exception of one year, 

That the said Susan Rowena Bird was maliciously and crwel- 
ly mardered, without cause on her part, on or about the 31st 
day of July, A. D, 1900, at Tai Ku, Province of Shansi,China, 
by the Chinese soldiers, as this petitioner is informed and 
verily believes. 

This petitioner alleges that her said daughter did for 
many years contribute to her support and maintanence,and that 
by reason of this petitioner's physical condition,she was com- 
pelled to be and was largely dependent upon her said daughter 
for support and maintenance, 

This petitioner therefore claims from the said Government 
of China the sum of ten thousend ($10,000). dollars That this 
petitionr makes this claim on her own behalf;that she is a 
native citizen of the United States;:thattshevclaims in her 
own right,and was a citizen of the United States when the said 
claim had its origin. 

That the entire amount of said claim does now and at all 
times has belonged qeney and absolutely to this petitioner, 


and shat no other person or persons are interested therein, 
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That this claim has not nor has any person or per- 


sons for her received any sum of money or other equivalent 


or indemnification for the whole or any part of the loss or 
injury upon which this claim is founded, | 
This petitioner requests the interposition of this Gov- 


ernment with the said Government of China in her behalf.

pleted a financial transaction with that Oe., the remit ef 
which I was sufficiently indemnified for thie less of fees, and 
I now withdraw this olain. 

In regard te Iteme 1, 2, 3, 4 & 5, I am whale to 
effer any further eviaenee than the statements already deliver- 
ed. I did not enter the Siege of Tientein with sworn inven- 
tories of my personal property, as I should have done had I an- 
’ ticipated such an event. 

In regard to 6 of this claim, I beg to say that I 
was retained to a number of concerns in North China as consult- 
ing @ngineer, mong them an official bureau mom as the Fining 
Bureau of Chihli Prevince. This special agreement celled for a 
fee of £2,500 per annum and various allowances. This was a fim 
arreement and had three years and five months yet +o run after 
June, 1900, when payment on it was stopped. This agreement 
is in the hands of Messrs Bames & Fent of Tientgin and I have 
already furnished a oopy to yoursood selves. 

After the Soxer disturbances I endeavered to complete 
a contract previously entered into with this organization with 
regard to assisting it with foreign méney, the result of which 


- hed it been carried out - would have indemnified my losses, 


a8 wes done in the parallel case of the Chinese Fngineering & 


Mining Co.. I had hoped up te within the last six months to have 


carried this transaction through, and therefore to have been able 
te have withdrawn this section of my claim also. The Chinese 
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3 
have geen fit, however to repudiate this arrangement, and I now 
otede @ a loss of this foe and the allowances attached to it 
and my less has been made greater by this astion then it would 
have been had I merely waited to be reimbursed for loss of fees 
alone, because I was led to considerable personal expenditure 
in the endeavor to carry out tbis transaction. Newever, T am 
claiming no damages in regaré to the failure of this financial 


trangaction, but merely pointing out that I made an effert taranm 
indemn@fying myself. 

I do not Bnew in what light the Commissioners my 
consider the event of my having accepted a position before the 
expiration ef this contract , whieh necessitated my removal from 
China ans precluded my carrying out the arrangement under it. 1 
did remain in China until the let of October, 1901, and i ms 
available to hare carried out this work and, as before stated, 

I was directly occupied in endeavoring te actually assist the 
organization with whom I hed the catract, but failed to come te 
any arrangements with them. 

From the time of the Boxer disturbances I have received 
no pry from the Mining Pureaw nor fram any cennection which 
could be censidered even remotely as an indemnification for the 
dese of this special fee. As I said before, on the lst of Octe 
ober, 1901, I accepted a position in Burepe and fully abandoned 
the work in China, having desired of bringing matters to a 
definite conclusion. In mite of this, however, I consider 
that I am entitled te the loss of fees under this agreement in 
the amount above stated,

HERBERT C. HOOVER, a native citizen of the United States, 
claimed indemnity for losses sustained during and as a result 
of the "Boxer" disturbances in the sum of Piftyéfive Thousand 
and Nine 60/190 ($55,009.60) Dollars, ‘This claim has been reduc- 
ed by the withdrawal of one item in the original claim amounte 
ing to Eight Thousand Three Hundred and Two ($8,302.00) Dollars; , 
the amount now claimed being Forty Six Thousand Thousend Seven 
Hundred and Seven ($46,707.00) Dollars. (By an error the amount 


claimed appears as $52,707.00). Of the amount claimed Three ae 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy-four ($35,874.00) Dollars is FE 
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é ‘the siege of Tientsin and for expense of sending his family 
the principal item of loss in Mr. Hoover's claim is based 
upon a certain contract with the Mining Bureau of Chihli Prov- 
ince for his services as a mining engineer, For loss sustained 
through. the breach of this contract as a result of the "Boxer" 


uprising in North China Mr, Hoover asks indemnity in the sum of 


Forty-two Thousand Eight Hundred and Thirty-three ($42,833.00) 
Dollars, 

The contract (hereto attached) was signed at Tientsin, June 
Sth, 1900 by H. C. Hoover and Chang I (otherwise known as Chang 
Yin Mao) Director General of Mining Bureau for Chihli and Jehol, 
It appoints Mr. Hoover as Engineer-in-Chief to examine all the 
mines in Chihli and other places which the Bureau has charge of 
or which it should order him to examine and provides that the 
agreement shall be for a term of three years and that Mr. Hoover's 
salary is to be Two Thousand Five Hundred pounds annually payable 
monthly with certain specified allowances, 

The Bureau appears to have been a quasi official orgeniza- 
tion for the development of mining industry in the province of 
Chihli and adjacent territory, The organization was dissolved 
during the "Boxer" uprising and no re-organization has been ef- 
fected, 

Mr. Hoover was at the same time engaged as engineer of the 
Chinese Engineering and Mining Company under contract with Chang 
I as Director General of said Company, After the "Boxer" troubles 
the latter Company was re-organized and Mr. Hoover has withdrawn 
his claim originally made under his unexpired contract with it, 
In order to effect the re-organization of the Chinese Engineering 

and Mining Company, Mr. Hoover left China in July, 1900. As mr, 
Hoover's contracts with the Bureau and Mining Company were exe- 
cuted by the same party as Director General of both concerns his 
employment in one capacity does not appear to have excluded the 
employment in the other. He returned to China early in 1901 and 
claims to have been available for the performance at all times}. of

his duties with the Mining Bureau until october lst, 1901, when 
he definitely accepted another position, 

The contract with the Mining Bureau vested in Mr, Hoover the 
right to compensation at 82500.00 a year for three years from

From July 1900 to February 1901 claimant was absent from

gineering and Mining Company. He formally accepted another po- 
sition and left China finally on or about October lst, 1901, 
The period intervening between his return to China and his accep- 
tance of this position on October lst, 1901 appears to be the 
only time during the life of the contract in which his profess- 
ional services for the "examination of mines in Chihli and other 
piaces*® would have been actually available, Compensation for 
this period at the contract price with the stipulated allowan- 
ces is hereby allowed with interest at 5% from October lst, 1901, 
The sum of $1724.00 with interest thereon at 5% from June 
20th, 1900 is hereby allowed on claim for loss of personal pro-

The said claimant respectfully shows that he is en- 
titled to recover from the Government of the Empire of China, 
the sum of one hundred and five thousand dollars, for the 
following reasons: | 
. That the said claimant Frederick E. Atwater, is a 
resiéént of the City, County and State of New York, and a na- 
tive citizen of the United States, and that he was a resident 
at above place and a native as aforesaid at the time when the 
claim herein presented and set forth arose. 

That the said claimant and his sister Mabel Bertha 
Taylor, age the only two heirs and next of kin of Ernest 
Richmond Atwater and his four children, Ernestine, Mary, Ce- 
cilia and Bertha. 

That an undivided one half share in said claim, be- 
longs solely and absolutely to the said claimant herein, and 
that the only other person interested therein or in any part 
thereof, is the said ‘Mabel Bertha Taylor, sister of said 
claimant. 

That the said claimant has not at any time received 
any sum of money, or other equivalent or indemnification for | 
the whole or any part of the loss or injury, upon which his 
said claim is founded. 

That the principles and causes which lie at the 


foundation of said claim above mentioned, are as follows, 


to wit: 
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‘That the said Ernest Richmond Atwater with his wife 
Lizzie and four children, hereinbefore named, were and had 
been living in the Empire of China, at Fen Chow Fu, Province 
of Shansi, for about ten years, prior to the month of July, 
A. D. 1900. 

That the said Ernest Richmond Atwater, was a native 
citizen of the United States, whose domicile was in the City 
of Oberlin, in the State of Ohio.

Frederick E. Atwater being by me duly sworn on his 
oath according to law, deposes and seys; My legal residence 
is the City, County and State of New York. I am a native 
citizen of the United States. I, with my sister, Mabel Ber- 
tha Taylor, are the only two next of kin of Ernest Richmond 
Atwater. 

As nearly as I am able to tell my brother Ernest 
with his wife and ghildren hereinafter named were killed in 
China in July 1900. With him, at the time of his murder, 
were his wife Lizzie and two of his children. All of the a- 
bove named persons were murdered at Fen Chow Fu, Province of 
Shansi, North China- About one month and six days prior to 
the murder of my brother Ernest, His wife and two children 
above mentioned, his two children Ernestine and Mary were 
murdered at Taiyuen Fu, where they were attaneing school. 

I am advised that i.am entitled not only to my half 

Share in the pecuniary value of the lives of the above named 
persons, but also punitive indemnity for the malicious murder 
of the relatives above named. My brother Ernest was a native 
citizen of the United States, whose domicile was at Oberin 
in the State of Ohio. The principles and causes which lie at 
the foundation of the claig above mentioned are these; that 
my said brother Ernest was a native citizen of the United 
States, living in China under the protection of the United 
States Government, and of the Government of China; living 
with Him and entitled to the same protection were his wife 
and Ghildren above named; that the said Ernest Righmond At- 
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water, and his wife and children herein named were murdered 
by a certain class of citizens of the Empire of China, known 
as the "Boxers" and said malicious killing was done by the 
express order and authority of the said Emperor of China, his 
ministers, governors or agents; that the said persons were 
never at ony time, as far as I know, charged with any infrac- 
tion of the laws of the Empire of China, but on the other 
hand resided there in a quiet, peaceable and law abiding way. 

I am informed and believe that my brother had with 
him in China, atrthe time of his death, personal property 

comprising a library, household effects, medical supplies 

and surgidel instruments to the value of about five thousand 
dollars. I make my claim for compensation for the value of 
this- personal property as above set forth. 

‘My brother before he left the United States, was 
a Professor of ancient languages in Oberlin College, Oberlin, 
Ohio. At the time of his death he was in the service of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions. I do not} know what, if 
any, his compensation was, although I am informed and believe 
that he received a salary and expenses. WNo part of the per- 
sonalty which my brother nad with nim in China at the time of 
his death has been recovered, either by my sister of myself, 
and I am informed and believe that at the time of the de- 
struction of the mission house, where my brother lived, that 
all of these effects were either stolen or destroyed, at or 
about the time of my brother's death, or at tne time when the 
mission house in which he lived was destroyed.

Regarding Indemnity on account of the 
Murder of the Atwater Children in China. 


Hon. David J. Hill, 
Assistant Secretary of State, 

Washington, D.C. 

Dear Sir: 

I beg herewith to acknowledge your favor of th 
the 22d ult., in reply to my previous overtures regarding in- 
demnity for lives destroyed in China. That reply was highly 
appreciated. Among other things you say: 

"With a view to dealing understandingly with the 
whole subject, the Department will welcome any particu- 
lars of injury or damage to American citizens by the 
Chinese." 

Acting on this assurance I wish to submit the 
statement béTow. What the policy of the government may be 
with regard to lives destroyed in China, I do not know. But 
in carrying out that policy in detail, whatever it may be, 
the Department of State should have at hand the following 
facts: 

Among those who were murdered in the Province of 
Shansi, China, in the swmmer of last year, 1900, were Rev. 

E. R. Atwater and family, including his wife and four girls 
ranging in age from nearly eleven years down to four. The 
nemes of these girls were Ernestine, Mary, Celia.ani Bertha 
Atwater. A picture of them as taken a year before the mas- 
sacre is attached herewith in a leaf of the "Mission Day~ 
spring” published in Boston, Mass. 
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' Of those four girls my wife and myself are the 
grandparents and the nearest living relatives. Of Mr. At- 
water, and his second wife who died with hin, there are 
brothers and sisters surviving , but of the girls we are 

the nearest relatives. Their own mother, our daughter, died 
in China in 1896. 

We are native born citizens of the United States, 
myself in my sixtieth year and my wife four years older. 

Our residence is now and for many years has been in this 
place, Oberlin, Ohio. 

The Atwater family, with other Americans, suffered 
death by the specific order of Yu Hsien, Governor of that 
province. The massacres were not the acts of an irresponsi- 
ble mob, but were instigated and required by the highest 
authority of the Government of China in that Province. For 
this statement we have ample private evidence, which seems to 
be confirmed by the Department of State in a letter of Thos. 
W. Cridler, Third Assistant Secretary. 

Of the four Atwater girls thus cut off not only are 
we the nearest living relatives, but they themselves were all 
we had in the second generation. They were our only grand- 
children. Their death leaves us with only one descendant in 
the world, namely, our son, Percy M. Pond. Ill health occa- 
sioned his going to Honolulu, Hawaii, in 1896, where he has 
beome permanently located by marriage and business relations. 
He is too far away to be of immediate assistance. 

Thus the death of our four granddaughters in China 
not only was a deep personal grief and gorrow, but it cut off 
the very ones upon whom we had depended for aid, company, com 
fort and care in our rapidly approaching old age. 

Years ago we willingly gave our only daughter, Mrs. 
Jennie Pond Atwater, to the work in China, and after her 
death in 1896 as before mentioned we had fondly anticipated 
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and looked forward to the return of her children and their 
stay with us. My wife, their own grandmother, has been a 
semi-invalid for years andis now in feeble health in the six- 
ties of her age. The coming of these promising and beloved 
Children has been one of her brightest expectations both for 
comfort and help. 

And this expectation was based upon very definite 
cousiderations. It was specifically planned that the whole 
family should return here in 1901, the present year. Leave 
of absence for this purpose had already been granted by the 
Board and the Mission. And the twe eldest girls were to re- 
main, live with us, and pursue a full education. In due sea- 
son the two youngest would do the same. We are living in the 


old family home, with ample room and at the seat of one of 
the best institutions of learning. Thus there was ample rea- 
son to suppose and expect that at least one of these girls 
would hereafter be permanently with us, 

Hence their wanton murder, which prevents their 
return, is not only the deepest persdnal grief and afflic- 
tian, but a serious loss in our household. 

Im the case of these grandchildren there was an 
unusual bond and tie. Not saly had we reared their mother 
with very special care, but upon these four children then- 
selves we had bestowed very unusual labor, expense and thought 
The first four years of their family life had been spent with 
us at home, and after the family went to China they had been 
directly dependent upon us for many needs and services. 


The principle of indemity for lives wantonly de- 
stroyed in a foreign land seems well established in interna- 
tional procedure. If itAs acted upon in settling up these 
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ie “troubles ‘with Chine, we wish the above facts considered. 
In regard to figures and terms, I do not know what 
usage or average will be adopted. We only desire what is 
customary and reasonable. I incline to leave the amount to 
be determined by the State Department according to the gener- 
al terms which are agreed upon. But I believe that Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5000.00) would be the very lowest figure 
that could be named in this connection. 

Trusting that our Government may be wisely guided 
in doing what is considerate and right in these perplexing 
questions, I am,

WHEREAS on the thirtieth day of June, nineteen hundred, 
at Paotingfu, China, the Reverend Frank Edson Simcox and his 
wife, Mrs. May Gilson Simcox, both being citizens of the Uni- 
ted States, and before going to China as missionaries, resi- 
dent at London, Mercer County, Pennsylvania, together with 
their three chidjdren, Paul aged six years three months and 
twenty days, Francis aged four years five months and twenty 
days and Margaret aged tgn months and twenty-two days were 


teloniously and brutally murdered at their home in the Presby 


terian Compound just outside and North from tine city of Pao- 


tingfu by a mob of lewd and vigious Chinamen, commonly known 


as "Chinese Boxers", and 

WHEREAS no effort was made by the Chinese officials 
of that community to protectthese persons so murdered from 
the menace and fury of the mob, but rather acquiesced in and 
approved this gross tiassacre and outrage and violation of 
the rights and liberties of peaceable and law-abiding American 
citizens engaged at that place in the beneficent and laudable 
work of teaching, preaching and proclaiming the Gospel of 
Christ, and this too in the face of well known Treaty rights 
which guarantee to Christian missionaries the free and undis- 
turbed right to teach, preach and labor in China according to 
the missionary plans and purposes of the Christian Church, ag 
for years practised, and 
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' WHEREAS these five persons herein named were on 
the thirtieth day of June, nineteen hundred, brutally killed 
as herein previously set forth, and all their household goods 
including their valuable library and other personal property 


necessary for their use while residing and laboring at Pao- 
tingfu burned and completely destroyed by the Boxers; also 
their Summer Residence erected and furnished at their own ex- 
pense destroyed by a mob of the so-called"Chinese Boxers", on

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Isaac C. Ketler, a native born 
citizen of the United States of America, having my residence 
at Grove City, Mercer County, Pennsyivania, and being in law 
the Administrator of the Estates respectively of the Reverend 
F. BE. Simcox, and Mrs. May Gilson Simcox, as well as being 
clothed with authority by the Power of Attopnsy from Mr. 
Shedrack Simcox, a native born citizen of the United States, 
residing at Bullien, Venango County, Pennsylvania, being the 
father of the Reverend Frank Edson Simcox, and also by Power 
of Attorney from Thomas C. Gilson, a native born citizen of

Milton J. uni. eu Caroline Hill and Ira Don Huston, re- 
spectfully present this their memorial of their claim against 
the Chinese Empire for the enforcement of which they earnestly 
pray the interposition of the United States with the Fmpire of

First. That they claim of the Empire of China the sum 
of Twenty Thousand Dollars for the death of Miss. Mary F. Hus- 
ton who was murdered by the members of a mob of Chinese during 
the recent disturbances in the Chinese Fmpire, in the following 
manner and under the following circumstances: 

That is to say: 

Miss. Mary FE. Fuston was a member of the China 
Inland Mission and was stationed in the province of Shan-si 
with Miss: Hattie J. Rice, the Rev. Alexander Saunders, and 
others, which party of Missionaries left the station about the 
end of June to seek safety in flight towards the coast. On 
Thursday afternoon, on the 28th of June, 1908, the party arrived 
within seven miles of T!ai-yuen Fu. On Thursday July the 12th, 


the party reached Kao-p'ing Hsien North suburb. During the courm 
of this .flight, the partywas'¢onstantly , ! . 


@tantly attacked by mobs of Chinese, who came out from the vil- 
lages or towns, and who attacked them with sticks and stones;

Fifth. That none of the claimants has ever received any 
part of theamount claimed, or any sum of money; or the equivalent 
or indemnification for the whole or any part of the loss or in-

We have been informed that some of our yissionaris . 
are being addressed by the Attorney of Mrs Huston, of wobi1s 
mother of our late Missionary, Miss wary FE. Fuston, who met | 
her death at the hands of the Boxers in July last, in the Prova 
ince of Ho-nan, china- with the intention of securing sworn 
statements concerning her death and with the further purpose * 
of making the same the basis of a plea for indemity from the 
Government of China . In view of this information we beg leave 
te address you as follows:- 

We desire you to understand first, that while we cane 
not restrain our wissionaries from answering the questions put 
to them by the Attorney and from presenting to him the sworn 
statements desired, these affidavits are not made at our in- 
stan ce or with our encouragement; and second, that the Chine 
Inland Mission has decided to make no claims on account of its 
Missionaries for less of life or for bodily injury, or even for 

the destruction of property, as connected with the late poxer 
uprising in China, and desires to be entirely disassociated : 
from any action taken by any of the relatives or friends of our 
Missionaries who make such claims through the Government of the 
United States upon the Government of China.

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15. _RELATAOWS:TO GOVERNMENTS.- Tovgreat caution cannot 
be exercised by all wissionaries residing or journeying inland 
to te avoid difficulties an'd complications with the people, and 
especialy with the authorities. pvery member of the Mission 
must fully understand that he goes out depending for help and 
protection on the LIVING GOD, and not relying on an arm of fleh, 
While availing himself of any privileges offered by his own: ‘or 
the chinese government, he must make no demand for help or pro- 
tection, though in emergencies he may need to ask for it as a 
favor. Appeals to Consuls or to chinese officials to procure 
the punishment of offenders, or to demand thevindication of 
real or supposed rights, or indemification for losses, are to 


be avoided. Should trouble or persecution arise inland, a4 


wee 


als, failing redress from whom, thosesuffering must be satisfid 


to leave their case in GOD'S hands. Under no circumstances may 


any Missionary on his own responsibility make any written appeal 


‘to the British or other Foreign Authorities. Should such ap- 
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peal be thought necessary, it must first be submitted to the 
China pirector or his Deputy through the Supertendent, and re- 
ceive his authorization. 

Those engaged in the Lord's work should be prepared to 
take joyfully the spoiling of their goods," and to rejoice that 
they are counted worthy to suffer shame for His name" Let 
them be imbued with the same spirit as Ezra( Ez. V111 21-2). . 

In preaching, and selling books, the collection of large 
crowds in busy thoroughfares should, as far as possible ,be » 
avoided; and where it can be done, any difficulty should be ar - 
ranged without reference to the local authorities. The ose < 
ing about and display of unnecessary property is also to be dep 
ricated; it may lead to robbery and loss in which case no demari 
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ror , restitution should be made. As little intercourse with 2 
lecal authorities as possible should be attempted; ,and if their 
help on any occasion become necessary it should be asked as a 
favor, and never demanded as a right. On no account should * 


threatening language be used, or the threat of appealing to the 
Consul be made. areat respect must be shown towards all in 
authority, and must also be manifested in speaking of them, as 
as is required by the Word of God . 


Where prolonged stey in a city is likely to cause trouble 
it is better to journey onward; and where residence cannot be 
peaceably and safely effected, to retire and give up, or defer 
the attempt, in accordance with the MASTFRSinjunction, "When © 
they persecute you in this city, flee ye into another." God 
will open more doors than we can enter and occupy. 

In conclusion, the weapons of our warfare must be practi- 
cally recognized as spiritual, and not carnal.

Annie Allender Gould before: mentioned was our first 


child, and was bron in said town of Bethel November 18th 1867. 


She was brought up and educated under our care and at our 
expense. After graduating from Mt. Holyoke college South 
Hadley, Mass.,---class of '92 she was accepted as a "single- 
lady" missionary by the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, of Massachusetts and was sent by said Board 
August 1893 to the city of PAO TING FU in the Province of 
Chihli, (North) China, and there remained peacefully teaching 
such children as were allowed by their parents or guardians 


to 
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to come to the Mission. 

Said Annie Allender Gould was never married and has 
left no will; I am the sole heir at law of my daughter, the 
said Annie. 

About 9 o'clock A. M. of the lst day of July, Anno 
Nineteen hundred (1900) the gates of the Mission compound 
were broken; she and others were violently taken and dragged 
(she being unconscous the most of the time) to a so called 
"Boxer" temple from which about sunset she was led bound out- 
side the city wall and beheaded by the "Boxers"; the military 
and police force and also all National and local officials 
making no attempt to prevent the outrage, but rather encour- 
aging it. 

Therefore I claim 
lst.....The full payment in money which is customary or is 
right to be paid where life is destroyed wantonly and mali- 


ciously and without any provication whatever. 


2nd.....For a summer residence build for herself and her single 


lady coadjutors of the so-called North-China Mission of the 


American Board before mentioned situated at a place called 


Pei Tai ho, alias "Rocky Point", in the Bay of Chihli about 
100 miles north of the moutn of the Pei Ho river whic resi- 
dence, or sanitorium, was wholly destroyed with its entire 
contents in the summer of 1900 but at a date, and by persons 
and under circumstances not known to your petitioner further 
than that it was a part of the Boxer insurrection. The cost 
of this house, which was paid for largely by my wife and 
myself, and furnishings of same was about two thousand dollars 
in gold ($2.000), as nearly as we can estimate it and I hereby | 
make claim for that amount of damage, for the property at Rocky 
Point. 
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Srd.....The claim for destruction of my daughter's property 
in the Mission compound at Pao Ting Fu has already been made 
by the officers of the said American Board at the request or 


suggestion (as I understand) of the State Department, and I 


have been informed that the value set by them is ($1500.) 
fifteen hundred dollars. This valuation which is much too 
low was made without my knowledge and without any information 
from me, and at a time when there was still some slight hope 
that all of the missionaries had not been massacred, and con- 
sequently the question of damages was an exceedingly harrowing 
subject for me to consider. I appreciate the kindness of the 
officers of the Board-in this matter and am unwilling to inter- 
fere with their efforts and will not therefore make any other 
additional claim for the property (personal) destroyed inside 


the Mission compound. 


4th.....But there were two houses in the South suburb that 
my daughter and her fellow helper Miss Mary S. Morrill bought 
with their own money and money sent to them by their friends 
in America and not by the Board, which they had fitted up as 
residences for the native teachers and scholars of the day- 
school. Exactly where they were, how much they cost, whether 
they bought the houses only or houses and land, and what has 
become of them I have been unable to learn. The Mission has 
been reopened only recently and by missionaries who are not 
acquainted with the facts of the case. The only mention made 
of this property in the letters from my daughter gives the 
impression that the ladies wished to learn what success would 
attend their efforts before writing more. If the U. S. 
Commission now in China will inquire about this I will accept 
their

their estimate of the damage done. By agreement with Mr. 
Rufus Morrill of this city of Portland, father and heir of 
said Mary S. Morrill one half of this property shall be con- 
sidered as his daughter's and one half as my daughter's. 

I further depose that I have not received any compen- 
sation from any source for the whole or any part of the dam 
ages herein claimed. 

I have not retained counsel in this case. 

The facts of the massacre and the destruction of the 
property named are so well known to the world that I have 
not herein attempted to make any proof of the sane.

He further states that no pecuniary claim was made for 
the life of my daughter nor for the life of her work-fellow Mis 
Mary S. Morrell also of Portland, because they being single 
women had no one(connected with the Board) depending on them 
for support. 

Tt beg to request that the State Department will notify 
me when the time comes to consider the matter with the Chinese 
Government and allow yr. rufus Morrill’ the father of Mary 5S; 
and myself to be heard more fully in the matter if the state 
Dep't. wishes it. We wish claims to be made for the lives of 

our respective daughters, both of them young and at their best 
for the work in which they were engaged. 
¥ remark that the amount $1. 500, each for the property 
of the two ladies is considerably less than my estimate, but 
I do not wish to interfere with the Board's claim in this item. 


The noard has apparently overlooked two houses adjoining bk

te trouble you with consideration of it especially as I do not 
know the amount of loss sustained by fire and pillage there. 
Cencerning the property at Pei Tai Hothere mst have been 
a loss apprroximating $2000. It was wholly personal-- paid 
for largely by Mrs,Gould and myself at some sacrifice, so that 
the ladies of the North China Mission could have a Sanatorium so 
very much needed and beyond the means of the Board. 
The Board in forwarding their memo of losses did so 
without consulting me or Mr. Vorréll--being mindful of the dis 
tress which the subject has to us. . Morrell, is.a man well, along 
in years, fast growing infirm and “ageing” under the sorrow 
which has come to him He should have the full allowence which 
is made for such cases,

I wrote your Excellency on the 1/l4th August and en- 
closed documents representing my claim in the Herputchi 
Gold Mining Company. I now beg to enclose herewith docu- 
ments in duplicate representing my claim for detention of 
the Steamer Sekel and barge under my charter by the Russian 
Government at Wicolaeffek and Habaroffska, amounting to 
Rs. 9900.00. This amount I request your Excellency to re- 
cover from the Chinese Government. 

The price stated in the enclosed claim, viz. Rs. 
500.00 per day for the steamer and barge is the same as 
was offered to me by the Russian Government after the 
steamer and barge had been released. 

Although this is my last claim, my losses have in 
reality been much heavier, and I was obliged to close the 
mine in mid-summer, and also my business at Blagovashensk 
was closed for nineteen days during the bombardment by the 
Chinese, and my employees numbering about thirty were pro- 
tecting my property and the town from the enemy.

The only official document in my possession here is a copy 
of a duly certified copy of my notification to the Russian 
Government at Blagovescensk of the particulars of my claim. I 
have the honour to forward you in duplicate a certified copy 
of this copy with a certified translation of the same into the 
Fnglish language, and a sworn statement of justice of claim. 
The necessary affidavit of my American citizenship I likewise 
append, 

I understand that the original documents supporting my st 
statement of claim made to the Russian Government at Blagoves- 
censk have been handed to you by the Russian Legation at Pekin, 
and are in the Russian language. It would in any case have 
been impossible to get official translations into English done 
at Blagovescensk.

The following account of the suffering, and death in Ghina 
of Miss Hattie J. Rice formerly of Haydenville reprinted from 
a religious paper, will be of much interest 

Of all the provinces, Shansi holds the record for dia-~ 
bolical massacres and barbarities. At one time it looked as 
if not a single foreigner could by any possibility escape the 
murderous purpose of Yu Hsfem,whom our Ministers so supinely 
allowed to be made Governor here. rortunately some have es- 
caped. A party of refugees from shansi arrived here to day, 
after encountering such sufferings end hairbreadth escapes 
as will be difficult to find a parallel for anywhere, 

The party consists of Mr. and Mrs, ALR. Saunders 
with two children(other two of their children died on the 
way) and Mr. <A. gennings and wywiss Guthrie, all from Pingyao; 
E.J. Cooper and two children from Lucheng. (Mrs. Cooper Miss 
Rice, and Miss H-ouston also from the city were killed on the 
way or died from injuries received); lf. and urs. A.E.Glover 
with two children, and Wiss Getes from Luan, All are members 
of the China Inland Wission, and of the nineteen who start- 


ed five perished. 


The story they tell is as follows,- All was quiet in 


Pingyao up to the 25th of Junes The magistrate was friendty, 
and had issued a proclamation denouncing the Boxers and promis- 
ing protection to foreigners and Christians. We were aware 
that there was trouble on the route between us and Tien Tsin, 
but did not know much as to what was going on, or antici- 
pate danger. On that day, however, we received a letter from 
Taiyuan enclosing a copy of proclamation which has just been 
issued by Yu Hsien, the Governor in which the people were ir 
formedthat China was at war with foreigners, and that all for- 


eign devils must be destroyed, On the back of that we ‘learned 


that 
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that our magistrate ‘was having his favourable proclamation taken 
down from the walls; and:that aimob had already begun to de. 
molish our chapel in the city, Iater on, in the evening ,a 
mob arrived at our house in the suburb,and we were driven to 
take refuge in the yamen. The magistrate: declared he could 
not hedp us, He -had received orders no loneer to protect 
foreigners, and bade us depart in peace. At length, in an- 
swer to our entreaties, he agreed to send us to raiyuan, 1591 
1i distant , under escort, so we started north for the capi 
tal, We got within 20 11 of it without adventure when we mét 


/ 
a native Christian whom we knew fleeing south He implored us 


to turn back as the Inland Mission hadbeer already burned the 


Roman Catholic establishment pulled down, and all the foreign-= 

ers were in the Baptist Wission compound surrounded by a great 
mob who were threatening to burn it with all who were inside ¢ |- 
On this we turned back towards Pingyao, and our escort atv 

once left us. We had not much money, and the people demand- 


ed exorbitant prices for everything, even for the simple per- 


mission to pass along the road, We sold our clothes and pawn- 
ed whatever would pawn, including our wedding rings, and in 
this way reached our station at lLucheng, safe but strip - | 
ped, Lucheng had not yet been rioted, but only two days! 
peace was allowed us when,with the friends here, we had to 
flee for our lives at midnight with nothing but one donkey 
load of bedding and clothes, anda supply of silver which 
we divided up amongst the party. which direction to take we 
did not know, TO go north again was out of the question, 
and eastward to Shantung was equally impossible, so we made 
for the south hopine to get through Honan and Huph to Hankow. 
But we had only got 40 li from tucheng when we were stopped “ 
& large village by some two hundred people who demanded 
money. ‘we could not satisfy them so they seized our donkey 
and in sheer wanton mischief tore all our bedding. and clothes

to pieces, Then they stripped us next, taking each persay 


clotheshat, shoes and stockings, and little store of silver, 
' as ‘ =. 
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leaving us nothing, ladies and children alike, but a single 
but a single pair of native drawers each. In this affair we 
lost the na tiveswho were accompanying us, some of whom we 
fear were killed, while we-were driven along the road by men 
with clubs. It was a terrible pitention, The blazing sun 
burned us to the bone, and some of us had not so much as 
a little piece of rag to wet and put on the top of our 
heads. At every village we were attacked and driven from 
one to the other with blows and curses. The villages here 
are very thick, and before we got clear of the mob from one, 
the mobf rom: the next had already arrived to take us in hand. 
Weither food nor water could be obtained , How we contrivéd 
to exist we hardly know; for days our only support was 
found in the filthy puddles by the roadeside, When we reached 
acity it was a little better. Apparently each magistrate 
was anxious that we should come to our end in the next coun- 
ty, sO when we went to the yamen they would give us a litte 
food and send an escort to see us safely over the borders 
of that particular ‘yamen's jurisdiction, Arrived at that point 
the escort always left us, and we had to struggle on as 


before. 
Wiss Rice was killed on the road fifty 11 north 
of Tsehchaufu in shansi, That day both she and Miss Hous= 


down on the roadside saying they would willingly die, 
Walk another step they could not. In the previous City 
magistrate had given us a small piece of silver which 
we had to carry in our hand having nowhere else to put it, 
We thought we might be able to hire a cart for these 
ladies with this piece of silver, so two of us went to a 
Village to negotiate. The villagers refused the cart, but 
at the same time they pounded ourbknuckles with a stick 
till we dropped the silver, and then drove wus down the road~ 


Sway from our party. Just then it began to rain and the 


party, with the exception of the two ladies, retired for 


Shelter to an empty guard-house near, There a mob fell 
upon 
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upon them and drove them on, and in this way the two helpless 
ladies got left and were beaten to death. Nothing could be 
done tihl Tsehchau was reached when the magistrate sent back 
to enquire. Miss Rice was found to be already dead but Miss 
Houston, although dreadfully injured, was still akive; ghe 
died afterwards at Yunmung in Hupeh and the body was brought 
on to Hankow for burial. 

The crossing of the Yellow River was one of our 


most trying experiences, The yamen had placed us in carts, and 


promisedto send wus over, But as soon as we were in the boat 


the carts drove away, and the boatmen ordered us to land again 
as they declined point blank to have anything to do with us. 
For two days we sat on the bank of the Yellow River not 
knowing what to do, We were like the Israelites at the Red 
Sea. Pharaoh was behind; neither right nor left was there any 
retreat, and no means of crossing over, On the third day 
the boatmen unexpectedly changed their minds and took us 
over. 

The first city we came to south of the river was Changchou, 
The megistrate here was bitterly anti-foreign and said had we 
only arrived twenty-four hours sooner he would have had the pleas-| 
ure of killing us all. r+is orders were to allow no foreign 
devil to escape, but the Bmpress powager had taken pity on 
them, and he had just been instructed to have them ali sent 
as prisoners into Hupeh. accordingly,from this point we were 
sent on across Honan, from city to city as prisoners, by the 
yamen some in carts and sometimes mounted on the hard wooden 
pack saddles of donkeys. For food they gave us bread and 
water, and nowhere showed us any kindness till we reached sins. 
vanchou, the last city in Honan. Here we were no longer 
treated as prisoners, and here we met with the Glovers from Lu 


and whoihad arrived there after a similar journey The 


Hupeh magistrates were exceedingly bina. At the farst city , 
Yingshan, we were supplied with food and clothing and kept 
in the yamen five aays as the road south was blocked by sol- 
diers proceeding to Bekin, whom it would not be safe to | 
meet. The Yingshan native Christians also sought us out and 
showed us great kindness,as 2150 did at the cities of Tehn- 
gan, Yunmung, and Hsaokan, Mrs, R.J, Cooper died at Yingshau 
of the injuries and hardships undergone,and her body was 
brought to Hankow for burial. Thus ended at Hankow on the 


14th of August a journey of fifty days' duration of which

For some weeks I have thought of writing to you, 
but have refrained because I hoped we would soon have good 


news of our dear friends and fellow laborers, but our hopes 
have been Dlasted by the sad news and my heart aches s0 be- 
Cause of the awful sufferings your dear sister passed through 
She is happy now, Oh so happy in the presence of Jesus her 
Saviour! She loved him much and now he has taken her to be 
with himself. 


We have lived together and sat at the same table, 


consulted about the work together, and prayed twice or 
three times a day together when at home and have had sweet 
fellowship for about seven years. 

She has rejoiced with us in our joys, and wept 
with us in our sorrows which are not few, when you know 
that we have five dear little ones in heaven and more on 
earth. She has sat up night after night with us nursing 
them when they were sick,washed and dressed their little 
bodies when their sweet little spirits have taken their 
flight-to Himwho gave them, she has gone into the kitchen 
and cooked something nice andasked me to eat when I thought 
it was impossible to do so. So you see I have lost a sister 
indeed. My heart is like to break but my grief and 108s 
are nothing to yours. I geem to know you all and love 
you too, for I have heard so much about you, especially 


about 
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about the funny little things the children have said 
and done. 


| This is no new thing for me to write and talk 
this way about your dear sister for no One could ever hear 
me say anything else, for I admired her 80, and often wish- 
ed I was 1ike her. dOhrist seemed to have the victory in 

everything in her life. 


I have often thought I would like 
to write you and am only sorry that I have not done so,the 


natives loved her so! When dear Hattie and Mary had to 
leave Lucheng the Ghristians fell on their Knees and pleaded 
with them not to leave them but said that they would die to- 
gether. 

Oh how our dear people must have suffered! We 
feel so for them we have Known them all and the work from 
the beginning, We can_hear nothing about them now, but We 
know from what Miss Gates has told us that they are suffer- 
ing dreadful persecutions. Let us pray for them, Your dear 
sister's heart failed her, and she could not Keep up with 
the rest of the party so dear Miss Huston who loved her too 
much to leave her behind staid with her to the end and laid 
down her own life. They were lovely and pleasant in their 
lives and in their death they were not divided. My dear 
husband wrote to headoquarters in the early Spring about 
her condition of health and she would have gone home in the 
Autumn, but she has gone to a better home and it is only a 
little while until you meet her never, no never to part. 
Let us be faithful till then. 

Your beloved sister was truly worthy to wear the |

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martyr's Crown. I would like very much if you could give 


me One Of Hattie's photographs, I had one but our goods have 


been burned and destroyed. When I left Lucheng for the 
Coast I hoped to be able to return in two months, so I 
did not take much baggage with me. 

May God, Himself comfort as he alone can comfort 
Hattie's dear brother and three sisters. 

May Jesus Himself draw near and reveal Himself is 
the prayer of your loving sister in Jesus. "After these things 
Jesus manifested Himself to the disciples"

Reloved Priends: 


I arrived here on the So0th. May having come 
Gown in reply to a telegram from headquarters, as it was 


then thought that we might have to go home on account of 
Mrs. Lawson's health. 

During our stay neve our hearts have been Kept 
in perpetual suspense aboute the safety of our beloved 
friends and Christian workers in Shansi,but more especially 
for those in our own district, owing to the troubled state 
of the Country, 

Though all was quiet and peaceful when I left 
our district.Yet I very narrowly escaped the trouble, hav- 
ing reached Tientsin only the day before the railway between 
Pao-ting-fu and Tientsin was destroyed. Since my arrival 
here Knowing the awful suspense you must have been in about 
your dear sister, I thought of writing to you, but refrained 
from doing so, fearing lest it might tend to increase your 
anxiety, which, we Know must have been almost unendurable. 

We had prayed almost unceasingly for our beloved 
friends and hoped against hope that the Lord would in same 
Way protect and preserve them some Of whom He has graciously 
delivered. 

We have just heard of the arrival at Hankow 

of a party of ShansiMissionaries among whom are a few from 


our 
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our district, one of whom(Miss Gates) arrived here yester- 


day in a very broken-down and shattered condition. 


Our hearts were overwhelmed with sorrow to learn 


that your beloved sisier had been murdered and that dear 


Miss Huston and Mrs. EB. J. Cooper had died from exposure 
and wounds sustained, 

We think of you dear friends in this overwhelming 
trial and sorrow, and weep, sorrow andsympathise most deeply 
with you, My dear wife is almost broken-hearted; pacing 
the room at times in intense agony, and I too am feeling 
very ill as we think of those whom We loved with whom we 
lived and labored having had to suffer so much and lay 
down their lives in such a tragic manner. It was indeed 
a great trial to leave them,but it has been in some re- 
spects a still greater trial to be here at such a time as 
this-— Viewed from a human standpoint, I would ten thous— 
and times rather have been at Lu-Cheig or U-U much rather 
would I have been there to have sent the ladies and children 
aWwey earlier, and to have remained till the last, but God 
has ordered otherwise- 

Of your sister it can be said she walked with God 
She lived a humble, unselfish life,manifesting the spirit 
Of Christ in every seen amie action,and her devotion to 
Christ and his work was intense— christiived in her, and 
his grace reigned in all she did. 

She together with Miss Huston with whom she Was 
closely attached were loved by the Christians to whom their 


Ministry was fraught with much blessing- and the work of 
Christ 
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Christ at Lu-Cheng and in China has suffered a severe blow 


in their removal. 

How much we do feel and sympathize with you dear 
friend in this sore bereavement and sorrow, and how we would 
like to be able to comfort and console you in this deep af- 
fliction. : 

When parting from your beloved sister at Lu-Cheng 
she gave me a promise, which I pass on to you as from her, 
in the belief that could you hear her voice now, it would 
be tO whisper these words in your sorrowing ears- "When 
thou passest through the waters I will be with thee, and 
through the rivers they shall not overflow thee,and when 
thou walkest through the fire thou shalt not be burned, 
neither shall the flame Kindle upon thee". May this 
promise comfort and console you, may you realize the ever- 
lasting arms of God around you sustaining comforting and 
upholding you in this time of great affliction — How sweet 
to know that He is with you,and that in all your affliction 
He is afflicted. 

I enclose cutting from paper, giving you some 
account of the terrible sufferings of the party on their 
Way to Hankow which I think you will 1iketo have. I hear 
that a detailed account is to be written by our Mission 
authorities, which will no doubt be sentto you- Commending 
you to the God of all comfort, who is able to comfort you 


with eternal comfort.

had arrived with six children. Two other Missionaries, 
Miss Huston and Mrs. B. J. cooper, also three children had 
died on the way from injuries received while travelling. 
Miss H. J. Rice murdered. 

We infer from this that Miss Rice must have been 
murdered 
.in her station defore the party left for Hankow. We are 
without details, however, and it will be several weeks be- 
fore we can receive them by letter. Miss Rice was One ofr 


the most faithful of workers, and it was hoped that she 


would 
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would be returning home on furlough this swmer, but the 


Lord has taken her to a higher service, and she has won 4 


marty's crown. We fear that other Missionaries have 10st 
their lives in the province of Shansi. It is more than 
a month since the friends atShanghai have received any con- 
munication from them, and knowing that they are undera bit- 
ter anti-foreign governor. they are in great peril.

Replying to your letter of Oct. Srd I would say 


that on receipt of it I sent at once for Mr. A.R. Saunders 
who was in the party with which Miss Rice lost her life. 
The party left Lu-cheng July 7th and on July 13th were about 
half way between Kao-ping and fse-chau in Sshan-si Province. 
The authorities at Kao-ping sent them in carts to the 
limits of that jurisdiction. At this place , seventeen 
miles North of Tse-chau, they were left without escort or 
conveyance to make their way onward as best they could, 
They started to walk to sini ahent. Their clothing had been 
stolen from them until they were almost nabess Wo one of the 


party having more than a gauze undershirt and a pair of 
Chinese 


E Net sc foward night Miss Rice and Miss Houston, being 
large women, became exhausted and lagged behind the rest 
of the party, as the party neared an empty Building where 
they expected to take refuge for the nicht. The people of 
the village near which they were drove the party out of 
this building with whips and stones,and onward toward Tse- 
chau before the two ladies had come up with them. Miss Rice 
was never seen again by the foreigners of the party. Ten 
days later Miss Houston regained the party, suffering from 
severe wounds, by one of which the gray matter of the brain 


Was exposed, so that she was unable to give a complete and 


intelligent story of what happened. To the best of my

"S. The loss which is most deeply felt is that of 
missionary life. The American Board reports the death by 
violence at the hands of the Boxers or of the Imperial army 
or of native officials, of one man and two single women at 
Pacting-fu, of five men and five women and five children in 
the Shansi mission, The Board does not attempt to place a 
money value upon these lives, This is a loss for which no 
money can compensate. One seeming exception to this should 
he noted, to which the attention of our government has alreaty 
been called, In the death of Rev. FP, W. Davis and of Rev, G, 
L. Williams, of Taiku, Shansi, there is left in each case a 
widow and three young children wholly dependent for support 
upon the salary of the husband and father, These two famil- 

les are impoverished by the blow that has fallen upon then, 
and it is only a reasonable indemmity for this great loss 
that the Chinese government should be called upon to make 
suitable provision for the support of these dependent ones,

2. On August 14th., 1889, I was married to Francis Ward 
Davis, at said Ravenna, and in November of the same year 
removed with him to China, as miesionaries in the employ 
of the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. 
In March, 1897,I returned to the United States with my hus— 
band and my two children, William and John. Since that 
time, my children and I, including my son Louis, born since 
my return from China, have remained in this country.

3. I eam informed and believe that on or about July 3lst., 
1900, there Occurred at Taiku a riot or disturbance caused 
by the Boxer movement; that this deiturbance was not repress 
ed by the proper authorities, and that owing to this dis- 
turbance and lack of due protection by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, my husband was murdered and certain property in his 
possession was wholly destroyed.

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4. My husband, Francie W. Davis, was at the time of his 
death, and at all times prior thereto, a native-born citi- 


sen of the United States. I am informed and believe that 
he was born in Sparta, Munroe County, Foon Sep- 
tember 6th., 1857.

S. At the time of his death, my husband was a regularly

would be submitted. I have the honor now to present such J 
statement; not yet the precise statement which I had hoped for, 
.but one which is perhaps sufficiently full to meet the neces- | 
sities of the case. 1 
1. § The property belonging to the American Board in ; 
Peking, Tungcho, Kalgan, Paoting-fu and Lin Ching in our North ; 
China field has all been destroyed. In Tientsin the destruc- 
tion has fallen upon but a part of the Board's property, name- 
ly, one of the missionary residences, the chapel in the: city 
and other similar buildings. The property of the Board in the 
two stations of its mission in Shansi has also been destroyed. 


In the province of Puhkien, at the station of Shaowu, there has 
been the destruction of the main portions of the buildings be~ 
longing to the American Board. The loss thus incurred by the 
Board is estimated at $346,000, 

26 The personal property of the missionaries in all 


these 
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these stations has also been destroyed. The estimated value 
of this loss is $116,000, The missionaries who have lost 
their property include twenty-nine (29) families and seventeen 
(17) unmarried missionaries. 

3. The loss which is most deeply felt is that of 
missionary life. The American Board reports the death by 
violence at the hands of the Boxers or of the Imperial Arny or of 
native officials, of one man and two single women at Paoting- 
fun, of five men and five women and five children in the Shansi 
mission. The Board does not attempt to place a money value 
upon these lives. This is a loss for which no money can com- 
pensate. One seeming exception to this should be noted, to 
which the attention of our government has already been called. 
In the death of Rev. F. W. Davis and of Rev. G. L. Williams, of 
Taiku, Shansi, there is left in each case a widow and three 
young children wholly dependent for support upon the salary 

| of the husband and father. These two families are impover- 
ished by the blow that has fallen upon them, and it is only a 
reasonable indemnity for this great loss that the Chinese gov- 
ernment should be called upon to make suitable provision for 
the support of these dependent ones. A sum of $20,000 in each 
case, yielding an annual income of $800., would be no more 
than a proper provision for their wants. ; We leave it to our 


government to determine what consideration is to be given to the 


loss of all these lives, in any settlement which may be made 
with the Chinese government. 
4. Very considerable expense, not included above, 
has been occasioned by this outbreak, such as extra travel in- 
volved in the sudden expulsion of our misstonaries from their 
homes, in bringing missionaries to this country by unusual and 
costly

It is but fair to add that the above statement of losses rep- 
resents but a part of the burden which has been laid upon these 
American citizens and those who support them in their work in | 
China. A great and successful enterprise has been violently 
interrupted, and its precious fruits destroyed. To send new 
missionaries to replace those ‘who have been slain, with the need+ 
ful outfit, will be a large additional tax upon the resources 
of the Board. rt is very Goubtful \whether ali the buildings 
. that have been destroyed can be replaced for the sum which has 
been set down as their value. Literary products have been 
destroyed to which no money value can be fixed. 
This statement is submitted to our government in the 
belief that it is reasonable in amount and that the payment of 
this sum by the Chinese government is only an act of justice, 
and also in the assured confidence that our government will not 
fail to maintain the rights of its citizens in China, as in all 
lands, and thus vindicate its own honor and character.

I desire to acknowledge with hearty thanks your personal 
communication of December 3rd, referring to the statement of 
losses in China which had been sent to the State Department 
and expressing cordial approval of the amount. 

Referring to this report, I desire at this time to 
submit certain facts additional to those contained therein. 

It was impossible to reach personally all the missionaries 

who have suffered loss in season to incorporate the full state- 
ment of their losses in my report. Mt. Pitkin, located at 
Paoting-fu, one of the martyrs, was possessed of property in 
his own right additional to anything.furnished him by our Board, 
and I find that the amount of this property which suffered 
destruction at Paoting-fu was very much greater than had been 
supposed. = one or two other cases also the loss exceeded 
that which was at first assumed. It seems, therefore,nec- 
essary to change the amount submitted as represented in the per- 
sonal losses of the missionaries from $116,000 to $140,000., 

and I beg that this correction may be made whenever these mat- 
ters are dealt with by our government.

On November 26, 1900, I sent to the State Department a 
statement of the losses which had been incurred by the American 
Board and its misal onaries in China in consequence of the Boxer 
disturbances. rn this communication I gave the sum total 
of the losses as they had been reported to me, by our mission- 
aries on the ground, The amount of loss in mission property, 
houses, school.buildings, hospitals &c., was $346,000. The 
personal losses of the several missionaries, which had been 
reported in detail to me, were summed up and were reported to 
me as $116.000,* Besides these there was asked a sum of 5 
$40,000 to make proper provision for two young women who had 
been made widows by the murder of their husbands, each with 
a family of three small children; $20,000 for each, the in- 
come of which at a fair rate of interest would make only the 
most modest provision for their wants. These ladies had lost 
their breadewinners by the act of the Boxers, and compensation 
to them for this loss was deemed the merest act of justice. » 


A certain additional sum was included in the statement to cover 


special expenditures of the missionaries from enforced travel &c. 


rm reply to this communication I received the usual 
acknowledgement of the State Department, signed by Secretary 
Hill, and also a personal communication from yourself, saying 
that 
* On Jan. 10, 1901, increased to $140,000. 
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that you agreed with me that the estimate was entirely reason- 
able and its payment only an act of justice. This statement, 
with the response of the State Department, seemed to cover the 
entire ground and no more explicit statement was made or has 
since been made. 

The question is now raised by several of our mission- 
aries whether the State Department will collect and remit the 
indemity thus asked in gross amount, without further detailed 
statements in regard to the losses, and it will be a great 
favor to all concerned if I may obtain from you an explicit 
reply to the following inquiry:- Is it necessary that each 
individual claimant should present that claim to the goverment 
at Washington, or is the comprehensive statement of these claims 
for which I officially vouched in the aforesaid communication 
of November, 1900 suffici mt? Some of our missionaries are 
very much agitated by information said to have come from the 

Department of Justice in Washington, that each claimant must 
file his or her individual claim with the government and have it 
suitably attested. Is there any ground for this apprehension? 
It is a matter of great consequence that nothing needful be left 
undone in the presentation of these claims. I have rested 
hitherto in the security that all had been done that was needful. 
If there is any hazard in regard to the indemnity desired which 
can be averted by further statement on our part or on the part 
of our missionaries, will-you kindly let me know and every need- 
ful step shall be taken. 

Anticipating with much satisfaction an early distri- 
bution of indemnity to the individual claimants which I under= i:

I have the honor to enclose correspondence with the 
Consul General at Shanghai, and with the Wai Wu Pu, which 


shows that instead of simply converting the 5% ad valorem 


into a specific duty of the same rate, the Tariff Com- 


missioners have increased the import duty on morphia to 


about 200%. 


Many contracts have been made by merchants, figuring 


only on the old duty, which could probably only be filled 
at a considerable loss if the new duty is demanded. 

The Chinese Government has, therefore, decided that 
all morphia contracted for in good faith before the date 
of signing the new schedule, and delivered within six month 
thereafter, shall be admitted at the old rate of 52. 

The use of morphine hypodermically islargely indulged 
in by Chinese of all classes who cannot afford, or who 


find 
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it inconvenient, to smoke,opium. The practice is 


growing with alarming rapidity, and with most baneful res- 
ults. If, therefore, the Chinese desire to burden this 
nefarious traffic with a restrictive, or even prohibitive 
tax, I think, as a moral and humane question, we might not 
seriously object.

I beg to call your attention to page 27 of the Import 


Tariff as signed where the duty on morphia is fixed at Tls 
3 per ounce. This is said to be about 200%. The American 
Trading Company makes a claim to me that they have contracts 
for 24,728 ounces to be imported by them under contracts en- 

tered into by them with natives prior to September 25rd, 
1902, (when the import tariff was first published.) Fobes 
& Company also claim that they have contracts for five 
hundred pounds entered into prior to the publication of 
the import tariff. 

This will at once raise the question by what right 
did the Commissioners representing the different Govern- 
ments agree to anything except a strict conversion of the 
5% Ad Valorem Tariff into an squivalent 5% specific tariff. 
I believe our Government has taken the stand that the posi- 
tion of these Comiissioners was purely ministerial. 

I understand that some German and English firms are 
also involved, I also appreciate the fact that probably 
many Chinese firms will endeavor to antedate their contract 
for morphia to avoid the new duty. 

The Commissioner of Customs in Shanghai says he knows 
nothing of the matter. The Deputy Inspector-General of 
the Customs says that probably an arrangement will be made 
to cover the bona fide contracts. I would respectfully 
ask for instructions.

IT have received your No, 452, of the 16th instant, 
concerning the claim of the American Trading Company, that 
they have contracts for 24,728 ounces of morphia, entered 
into prior to September 25rd, the date of first publication 
of the new import tariff, and hence should be entitled 
to its admission upon payment of five per cent ad valorem 
instead of over two hundred per cent which the new tariff 
provides for. 

I have conferred with the Inspe ctor-General of Cust- 
oms here, and he says that he will recommend to the Wai-wu- 
pu that all bona fide contracts entered into before the pub 
lishing of the new tariff, amd for delivery within a reason 

able time, should be admitted upon payment of the old rate, 
If this is done, I think it should be satisfcatory. 

I agree with you that the duty of the Tariff Comission 
ers was purely ministerial, and they had no authority to 
fix a duty above five per cent specific; yet since they 
have agreed to the larger rate upon an article a large 
partof the traffic in which is so evidently immoral, and 
the effect so baneful to this people, I, personally, am not 
inclined to complain of their action, nor to avoid its res- 
ults except as to bona fide contracts to be executed within 
a reasonable time.

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On the lst of the Tenth Moon, OQMTT Year of Kuang- 
heu I received a report from the Inspect g® General of 
Customs to the effect that the ggehy fixed tariff schedule 
places a duty of Tls. 3 per ounce upon morphine; that he 
had received a statement fron the Consuls of the United 
States and Germany, saying that many of the merchants in 
Kuangtung and at Shanghai had already entered into con- 
tracts, binding them to deliver certain quantities of mor- 
phine, which contracts were made before the signature of 
the commercial treaty, (Revised tariff schedule is evidently 
meant but the Chinese is as translated. E.T.W.) and that it 
would not be proper to levy the heavy tax in these cases; 
that morever the Dean of the Diplomatic Corps had had a con 
versation with the Inspector General of Customs upon this 
subject; that he (The I.G.) found that a distinction must 
be made in dealing with the goods already contracted for; 
that some were certain quantities of morphine, contracted

You may know my name perhaps as I worked as a fellow laborer 
in the same district with our beleved sisters Miss Rice and Miss 
Husten. I saw them the night before their flight; myself re- 
turning te U.S. I enclese slips telling briefly the main inci- 
dents ef the follewing four months: which elapsed before [I finally 
arrived safély at fankew. I traveled after passing Chang si 
hsien exactly aleng the same route as Mr. Sander's party (and 
alse, of course, Mr. Glever's party which slightly preceded them 
until clese te Hankow when they were caught up by the Sander's 
party.) I heard of and wept in heart ever the death of your 
sister on the read.

Summary of Claims, in duplicate. 


The so-called “Boxer” movement of 1900 in China orignated 


in the province of Shantung. It first attracted notice in the 


autumn of 1899, when the threats against the native Christians 


of a Society calling itself the I HO CH'UAN or "Righteous Har~ 
mony Fist", developed into acts of cruel persecution. The dise 


turbances had become so serious by January lst, 1900, that on 


that day Sidney M. Brooks, an Englidi missionary, was murdered 
in Shantung by "Boxers", who openly declared their object to 


. be the extermination of both native converts and foreigners. 


The propaganda was carried into the neighboring Province of 
Chihli, and rapidly spread throughout Nerth China. 


On May 28th an outbreak occurred on the railway line to 


Le Pacoting-fu. The foreign employes were attacked at Chang Hsin 
Tien, and Feng Tai, the station at the junction of the Peking~ 
$A. Paoting-fu and Peking»Tientsin lines of railway, about six 
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hundred and forty marines of various nationalities arrived in 


Peking to act as legation guards. Eighty-five more arrived on 


June Sra. The railway between Peking and Tientsin was partially 
destroyed on June Sth. A relief expedition under Admiral Sey 
mour left Tientsin for Peking on June 10th. While endeavoring 
to repair the railroad they were attacked and, unable to reach 
the capital, returned to Tientsin on June 26th, having suffered 
heavy loss. On June llth Akira Sugiyama, the Chancellor of the 
Japanese Legation, was murdered by Chinese soldiers at the Yung 
Ting gate of Peking. The Taku Ports were taken by the foreign 
fleets on the morning of June 17th. The Chinese began the bom 
bardment of the Foreign Settlement of Tientsin that afternoon, 
and continued it until the capture of the native city of Tien- 
tsin by the Allies on July 13th.

Referring to Department Instructions No. 556 of 
August 27th last, I have the honor to report that Student 
Interpreters, F. D. Cloud, Thos, W. Haskins, and J. H. 
Arnold have arrived at this Legation, purchased the neces- 
sary books, employed each a Chinese teacher, at $20.00 Mex, 
per month, and are industriously and with alacrity pur- 
suing their studies, 

For their general guidance I have issued the brief 
regulations, a copy of which I transmit herewith, and hope 
they will meet with the Department's approval. 

I have assigned them quarters in some Chinese houses 
belonging to the Legation, but before their occupancy was 
possible, considerable repairswere necessary, which I have 
caused to be made at a cost of Mexican, as shown 


by the account and vouchers herewith, and for which amount I 


request authority to draw.

The salaries of the young men are small, and their 
expenses comparatively large; I recommend, therefore, that 
the Department furnish their necessary stationary supplies, 
and have m de a special requisition for that purpose.

l. Each student shall occupy such quarters as may 
be assigned him by the United States Minister, and shall not 
exchange them for others without the Minister's consent. 


i Each student as soon after his arrival in Peking 
as possible shall provide himself with a copy each of Mat-~- 
eer's Primary Lessons, Mateer‘s Mandarin Lessons, the Kuan 
Hua Chih Nan and the Translation of the Kuan Hua Chih Nan. 


3. With the assistance of the Chinese Secretary of 
the Legation he shall engage a Chinese teacher, and, when- 
ever requested so to do, he shall exchange his teacher for 
that of any other student. 

4. From 8:50 A. M. to noon and from 2 o'clock to 
4P.M. every day except Sunday he shall occupy himself in 
the study and practice of the Chinese language, following 
the course prescribed by the Chinese Secretary, It is re« 
commended that the afternoon hours be frequently employed 
in exemursions through the city in company with his Chinese 
teacher, so that practice may be had in conversation with 


various classes of Chinese. 


5. The student will be examined quarterly and an~ 
nually as prescribed in the Instructions of the State De~ 
partment and any student who shall fall below 70 % in two 


successive examinations will be reported to the Department. 


6. Students are not considered as belonging to the 
Legation staff and the Department has forbidden their employ 


ment in the work of the Legation during the first two years 
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of their residence in Peking. They are epxected, therefor 
not to use the supplies of the Legation, and the Gate~man, 
Messengers and Chinese Writers, whose time is fully occupied 
in the service of the Legation, must not be called upon to 
do work for the students. Students are requested also not 
to visit the Legation offices during office hours, except 


upon business. 


7. The Chinese Secretary will be gald to advise the 
students at any time upon matters connected with their stu- 


dies and to give such assistance as he may be ‘ahle. 


8. Students are urged not to neglect out«door ex~- 


ercise, which is absolutely essential to good health. 


9, The Commission of the President of the United 
States held by each student is a testimonal of the confidene 
reposed in him, and it is hoped and* believed that his con- 
duct at all times in his intercourse with hie colleagues 
of this and other Legations as well as with the members of

I transmit a copy herewith, and trust they will meet 
with your approval. 

The Original Article 15,prowiding for the joint pro- 
tection, by the Powers, of the City of Amoy, was, for some 
time, insisted upon by the Viceroy. But as such an agree- 
ment could be the subject only of a treaty, and not of 
local regulations, none of the Foreign Ministers could 
consent to it, and it was finally stricken out. 

The Settlement, as has already been reported to the 
Department by the Consul, comprises the Island of Kulangsu,

LAND REGULATIONS FOR THE 
SETTLEMENT OF KULANGSU, AMOY. 


Whereas China establishes Kulangsu as a Settlement, in 
order that due provision may be made for constructing 
roads and jetties, and keeping them, and existing roads and 
jetties in repair, for cleansing, lighting, watering and drain- 
ing the Settlement, establishing and maintaining a Police 
force thereon, making Sanitary Regulations, paying the 
wages and salaries of persons employed in any Municipal 
Office or capacity and for raising the necessary funds for 
any of the purposes aforesaid, the following regulations are 
hereby drafted and submitted to the Chinese Foreign Office 
for discussion with the Foreign Ministers and subsequent 
confirmation by Imperial Rescript. 


1.—The limits of the Settlement wherein these Regula- 
tions shall be binding are an imaginary line drawn at-100 
feet outside low water mark round the Island of Kulangsu, 
lying W. 8. W. of the Island of Amoy and having roughly 
speaking an area of a little over 14 square miles. 


2.—It being necessary and expedient that provision be 
made for the appointment of a Municipal Council for the 
management of Municipal matters, the Senior Consul for 
the time being shall, in the month of January in each year, 
call a general meeting of voters, to attend which the Taotaj 
shall depute one esstwe Chinese gentlem&n of good standing 
who shall afterwards be ex oficto members of the Council for 
the passing of accounts for the previous year, for the election 
of a Council and to make provision for the payment of Mani- 
cipal expenses during the current year, and for the transaction 
of such other business as may lawfully pertain to the 
Municipality. Ten days’ nutice shall be give of such meeting 
and at the meeting the Chair shall be taken by the Senior 
Consul present. It shall be competent for such meeting 
duly assembled, or a majority thereof including proxies for 
owners of land or houses, who may be absent from the port 
and who are qualified voters, to impose and levy rates and

issue licenses for the purposes mentioned in the Bye-Laws 
and to declare an assessment in the form of a rate on lands 

houses and other buildings, and it shall also be 
competent for the said meeting or a majority thereof as 
aforesaid to impose other rates and taxes in the form of 
dues on all goods landed and/or stored within the said limits. 
Provided the said rates and taxes levied in the form of dues 
shall in no case ex the amonnt of } of one per centum 
on the value of s so landed and/or stored. And it 
shall also be competent for the said meeting or a majority 
thereof to impose taxes in such other forms as may appear 
requisite and necessary. 


8.—The Senior Consul for the time being may of his own 
motion or at the written request of any one or more of the 
Consuls, of the Council, or of any 10 voters call a special or 
extraordinary meeting of ratepayers for the transaction of any 
business of the Municipality not provided for at the Annual 
General Meeting. In all such cases he shall give 10 days 
public notice and set forth the object for which the meeting is 
called. The Chair shall be taken at the meeting in the same 
manner as provided at the Annual General Meeting. All re- 
solutions bearing on the special object of the meeting and 
passed by a majority of two-thirds of the qualified voters 
present at such meeting shall be valid and binding on the 
whole of the residents within the limite of the Settlement, 
if not less than 1/3 of the electors are present or are 
represented. 

Provided always that all resolutions passed at any meeting 
whether general or special shall be submitted to the Consular 
Body for their approval, and without the approval of a 
majority of the Consular Body officially given, no resolution 
shall be operative. 


4.—The Municipal Council shall consist of 5 or 6 persons, 
who shall be elected by ballot of qualified voters at the 
Annual General Meeting, together with the Chinese gentle- 
m n appointed by the Taotai, and shall hold office until the 
election of their successors at the next following Annual 
General Meeting.

In case of a vacancy or vacancies occuring during their 
tenure of office, the existing Council shall have power to fill 
up such vacancy or vacancies by the vote of the majority of the 
Council. If the Chinese membership become vacant, a new 
appointment will be made by the Taotai. The Council shall 
enter upon their office as soon as they are elected and the ac- 
counts of the retiring Council have been-passed at the Annual 
General Meeting. At their first meeting the new Council 
shall elect a Chairman and Vice-Chairman. On all ques- 
tions in which the members of the Council present at Council 
Meetings are equally divided in opinion the Chairman shall 
have a second or casting vote, Atsuch meetings 3 members 
shall constitute a quorum. 


In the above clause the term “foreign’”’ is to te inter- 
preted as meaning persons not of Chinese race, and does not 
include persons of that race who may by birth or naturaliza- 
tion abroad have become the subjects of foreign countries. 


Powers ofCouncil. 5,—When in pursuance of these Regulations the Council 


shall have been duly elected all the powers, authority and

control conferred by the Bye-Laws now sanctioned and 
annexed to these Regulations and all the rights and property 
which by such Bye-Laws are declared to belong to any 
Council elected as aforesaid shall vest in and absolutely 
belong to such Council and to their successors in office, 
And such Council shall have power and authority from time 
to time to make other Bye-Laws for the better enabling them 
to carry out the objects of these Kegulations and to repeal, 
alter, or amend any sach Bye-Laws, provided such other 
Bye-Laws be not repugnant to the provisions of these Re- 
gulations and be duly coufirmed and published; and provided 
also that no Bye-Laws made by the Council under the

8.—The Council may sue and be sued in the name of 
their Secretary for the time being of in their corporate

Provided 
always that the individual members of the Council or their 
Secretary shall not be personally responsible for any act 
done by the authority of the Council, but only the property 
of the Council. 

9.—The existing system of purchasing and transferring 
land by foreigners and the registration at the Chinese 
Yamen and the Consulates of purchases and transfers shall 
continue in force. 

10.—The title in all existing public roads, jetties and 
cemeteries and in all Manicipal lands and buildings shall vest 
in the Coancil, and should more land be required for similar 
purposes it shall be lawful for the Council to acquire it at a 
price to be agreed on between themselves and the proprietors. 

If the proprietors be unwilling to sell or surrender and if 
it appear to the Council necessary in the public interest that 
such land should be acquired for new roads, extension and 
Widening of existing roads, for public works or for purposes 
of sanitation, the matter shall be referred to the Court of 
Consuls. Should it then appear to the Court that the 
contention of the Council is reasonable and for the public 
interest, the Court shall after hearing the parties and calling 
for evidence determine the compensation (if any) to be paid 
or given for the land so required aud for the buildings (if 
any) thereon, and in respect of any tenancy of the said land 
or baildings respectively taking into consideration the 
increase or decrease in value of the remainder of the pro- 
perty, and the surrender of the land, on the terms of the 
award and finding of the Court, shall be compalsory, and, 
in case of need, be enforced by the Court or Courts having 
jurisdiction over the owners and occupiers of the land. No 
jetties or wharves shall be constructed without the consent 
of the Council and the approval of the Harbor Master first 
obtained. 

11,—The Emperor of China being as heretofore Lord of 
the Soil, the Government land tax and foreshore tax will 
coutinue to be collected by the Chinese authorities, Such

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taxes will however be handed over to the Council as a con- 
tribution to the expenses. The tax on any foreshore that 
may hereafter accrete will be retained by the Chinese 
Government and not handed over to the Council, 


12.—The Chinese Government will further establish on 
Kulangsu a Mixed Court on the lines of the Mixed Court at 
Shanghai and will appoint an experienced officer to preside 
thereat with a sofficient staff. Such officer will receive 
special authority from the Taotai of Amoy and the Foreign 
Board of Fohkien empowering him to deal with all Police 
cases occurring within the Settlement and in which Chinese 
are the defendants, In case of a more serious crime being 
committed by a Chinese the accused shall, after preliminary 
examination at the Mixed Court, be handed over with a 
report on the case to the territorial officials to take his trial. 

The Mixed Court will also be empowered to deal with all 
civil cases in which any Chinese resident in the Settlement 
is defendant and any judgment given by him in such cases 
shall be executed if necessary by the territorial officials on 
the mainland and in Amoy. 

Provided always that in any case whether civil or criminal 
in which a foreigner is concerned, the Consul of his nation- 
ality or an officer deputed by him shell sit as an assessor 
with the Mixed Court Magistrate. Should the Assessor 
dissent from the finding of the Mixed Court Magistrate the 
case may be appealed to a higher Court consisting of the 
Taotai, with the Consul of the foreigner’s nationality as 
Assessor. 

All warrants and sgmmonses issued by the Mixed Court 
must, if the person to be arrested or summoned be residing 
on Foreign premises, be first taken to the Consul concerned 
for counter-signature. If such person be in Foreign 
employ but is not residing on Foreign premises the warrant 
need not be first countersigned by the Consul but it must 
be sent to him on the day it is issued and the Consul may 
if he sees fit cancel the warrant. In other cases the warrant 
need not be countersigned by a Consul. Special regulations 
for the procedure of the Mixed Court shall be drawn up by 
the Taotai in consultation with the Consular Body,

14.—In the case of any crime being committed in Amoy 
or on the mainland, if the criminal take refuge in the Settle- 
ment, the Hsia Fang Ting will issue his warrant and send it 
with ranners to the Senior Consal for counter-signatare, and 
if the criminal be on foreign premises the councer-signature 
of the Consul specially concerned will also be required, 
The Municipal Police will then assist the ranners in effecting 
the arrest and the criminal will be handed over. In urgent 
cases the criminal may be first arrested and the Consul 
notified afterwards in the same manner as is laid down 
in Clause 12.

If at any time in the opinion of the Council any accumu-

without a licence first obtained from the Council, and in 
the esse of Foreigners, countersigned bythe Consul of the 
nationality to which such person belongs.

to compete with them at a lesser rate. They also said 
that textiles were the largest importations into Peking,

and from which the most revenue was derived, and it would 
be impossible to reduce the rate to 3%, They therefore 
issued a new schedule, a copy of which I enclose, and of 
which, I, as Dean, informed the Representatives of the 
other Powers, However, since Edwards & Company had ship- 
ped their goods without notice of any increased rate, I 
have asked that the excess paid should be refunded to them. 

Of course this tax falls heaviest on American trade, 
because a much larger quantity of piece goods comes here 
from the United States than from elsewhere; but we can 
hardly expect that a better rate should be given to for- 
eigners than to natives engaged in the same trade and at 
the same place.

As can been seen from enclosed papers, the value 
of the above mentioned articles is Bank Taels 1436.40, and, 
according to the tariff posted at Peking, the duty payable 
by European firms doing business in Peking is Taels 43.09 
or 3%, whereas Taels 91.61 is demanded of us. 

in pursuance of your instructions our Mr, Edwards 
called in person at the Customs station and enquired’ the 
reason we were assessed Taels 91.61 on goods valued at 
Taels 1436.40, very nigh 7 %, while other foreign firms 
only paid 35 %, and was informed that the Authorities did not 
recognize our firm as a foreign one. 

As it is imperative that we should have immediate 
possession of the above mentioned goods now in the Customs’ 
custody, in order to work up our orders for the coming year, 
we will be thankful if Your Excellency will take such steps 


as will insure the prompt delivery of same and the prevent-

I have the henor to bring to the attention 
of Your Highness the complaint of Messrs. H. Edwards & Co. 
an American firm of merchants, that a demand has been made 
upon them by the tax officials at the gates of Peking 
of an octroi duty of 6 1/3 % upon merchandize entering the 
City, and that their goods are being held for the payment 
of said tax. 

According to notification sent out by Your Highness’ 
predecessor, the established rate is only 3% and goods are 
being constantly admitted for merchants of other nation- 
alities at that rate for general sale to Chinese consumers, 

Believing that some mistake has been made, and being & 
sure that Your Highness would not knowingly permit a viol- 
ation of the published rates, nor allow a discrimination 
against a merchant from the United States, I respectfully 
request that Your Highness will cause such orders to be 
issued as will effect the release of this firm's goods on 
the payment of the customary 3 % octroi, and prevent the 
occurance of like errors or irregularities in the future. 

I inclose copies of invoices and the receipt for the 
detained goods.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt a few 
days ago of Your Excellency's note of the 5th of the Tenth 
Moon, contents of which I have carefully noted. 

On examination I find that when the former Superin- 
tendent entered upon his duties he sent a communication 
through the Board of Foreign Affairs to Your Excellency, 
saying that all provisions intended for the use of the Le- 
gations and the Legation Guards would be admitted free of 
duty, if notice were first sent to the Yamen, but that, 
aside from these, all goods brought in for sale, by foreign 
merchants, no matter of what nationality, on arriving inside 
the boundaries of this customs’ station, must pay duty 
to the same, that, since the tariff had not yet been an- 
nounced, all foreign merchants would for the time being 
pay duty at the rate of 3% ad valorem, and that it was fur- 
ther proposed, as circumstances might require, to investigat 
the conditions, and consider what changes should be made, 
which is matter of record. 

Since I took charge of the office of Superintendent, 
I have thoroughly investigated the conditions of the cus- 
toms receipts and, as foreign textiles at present form the 


principal import, such goods brought in by Chinese merchants 


have beeh paying duty for some time past by the yard, 
Heretofore no foreign merchant: has brought in these goods, 
but on the 8th. of the Ninth Moon(Oct. 9th. 1902) the 
‘American firm of H. Edwards & Co. brought in twenty bales, 
and although they are a foreign firm, as the matter was one 
that concerned the Chinese cusyoms' revenue, it was neces- 
sary that the levy should be uniform, so they were required 
to pay duty by the yard and the said firm complied, which 
is a matter of record. Afterwards on the 29th. (Oct. 30th) 


the firm of H. Edwards & Co. again brought in twelve bales 
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of the foreign textiles, but the said merchants finally 
refused to pay duty by the yard and suddenly changed the 
previous arrangement, their action in the first instance 
being different from that taken afterwards. I therefore 
stored their goods safely and was just proposing to write 
to Your Excellency, when I received your note detailing the 
case. 

There has been no want: of fair dealing on the part 
of myself as Superintendent either toward Chinese or For- 
eign merchants who have come to the customs office, and not 
the least discrimination has been shown against any one. 

I can but hope that Your Excellency will transmit 
orders to the said merchants to at once comply with the re- 
gulations formerly settled and come to the customs station 
and pay the duty and take away their goods; and I hope also 
that Your Excellency, as Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, will 
inform the various Legations as to the circumstances that 
they may severally direct their merchants that hereafter 
all foreign textiles brought into Pekin shall uniformly 
pay duty per yard, and that all other goods for the present 
will be charged duty at the rate of 2% ad valorem. Later, 
when our Yamen shall have satisfactorily arranged the 

tariff, I will again send notice, that a conference may be 


had upon the matter and action taken accordingly.

ssor as the octroi which all the foreign goods should pay 
on entry to Peking, and that public notice was given accord- 
ingly. 

Since Your Highness took charge of the office of Sup- 
erintendent, you inform me that you have thoroughly investi- 
gated the conditions of the Customs receipts, and find it 
necessary henceforth to collect duties on all foreign tex- 
tiles at so much per yard.

The present . Superintendent after taking over the 
office, made an investigation of the conditions relating 
to the Octroi revenue and, noting that cotton fabrics 
formed the principal item (among the imports), have been 
for some time collecting duty at so much per yard from 
Chinese merchants who have brought in such goods. Rec- 
ently foreign merchants also have been bringing in these 
goods for sale. We find that this item of cotton fabrics 
has a large consumption in Peking, and that those brought 
in by foreign merchants are also sold to Chinese; that they 
are not to be classified under the item of provisions 
(i.e. use of foreigners) and in all fairness ought to pay 
duty per yard according to the same rule as is enforced 
in the case of Chinese merchants. 


If they should still 
be admitted at the rate of 3% ad valorem, then gcods of the 


same sort and having the same area Of consumption will 
pay duties of very different amounts to the disadvantage of 
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the Chinese merchants. 


We thus report the real circumstances of the case to 
Your Excellency, Dean ¢ the Diplomatic Corps, and hope that 
Your Excellency will communicate the facts to the various 


foreigne Ministers, that they may severally instrmct the 


merchants of their nationalities that hereafter all cotton 


fabrics brought to Peking by foreign merchant® for sale 
must uniformly pay duty according to the accompanying 


_ schedule, so as to avoid unfairness. On all other pro- 


visions and goods for the present a duty of 3 % ad valorem 


will be levied. When the tariff schedule of our Yamen 
shall have been completely arranged, further notice will 
be given that the matter my be deliberated upon and 
dealt with.

chants but of the Chinese as well, and will injure Amer- 
ican merchants more than any other, because most of the va- 
rious sorts of piece goods are imported from the United 
States, and Your Excellency thinks a fairer method, if 
increase is insisted upon, would be to raise the duty 
uniformly upon all sorts of goods. 

As to the schedule of duties upon various sorts of 
piece goods, whichwas recently prepared, we find that the 
rates are those which have been enforced for many tens of 
years past, and that they have not been recently changed 
and increased by the present Superintendents, but that this 
sort of goods heretofore has been brought in by Chinese 
merchants, and that there was reason to fear that foreign 
merchants desired to pay duty at the rate of 34 ad valorem 
according to the temporary regulations respecting the im- 
port of foreign goods, that therefore the real circumstances 
of the case were related to Your Excellency, in the hope 
that by thus dealing justly we could avoid unfair discri-
